PER CAPITA DEBT LESS 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24— 
The Department of Commerce 
announces a summary of the fin- 
ancial statistics of the State of 
Kentucky for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1926. 

Expenditures 

The payments for mainte- 
nance and operation of the gen- 
eral departments of Kentucky 
for fiscal year ending June 30, 
1926, amounted to $16,886,279, 
or $6.71 per capita. This in- 
$4,891,536, apportion- 
ments for education to the minor 
civil divisions of the State. In 
1925 the comparative per capita 
for maintenance and operation 
of general departments was 
$6.56, and in 1918, $4.34. The in- 
terest on debt amounted to 
$836,907; and outlays for per- 
manent improvements, $10,004,- 
319. The total payments, there- 
fore, for expenses of general de- 
partments, interest, and outlays 
27,505. The totals in- 
clude ail payments for the year, 
whether made from current rev- 
enues or from the proceeds of 
bond issues.

Revenues 

The total revenue reecipts of 
Kentucky for 1926 were $28,2¢7- 
688, or $11.24 per capita. This 
was $10,544,502 more than 
total payments of the year, on- 
clusive of the payments for per 
manent improvements, and $549- 
183 more than the total pay- 
ments including those for per- 
manent improvements. This 
cess of revenue receipts is 
fiected in payment of tm “¥ 
debt, not shown in this sum- 
mary.
